The President notified the Com- 
munist powers that the United 
States would fight if the islands 
of the Quemoy and Matsu group 
were invaded. 


He placed the decision beyond 
debate of any mistakes in for- 
eign policy in bygone years. The 
issue was, he said, whether the 
United States would be black- 
mailed into abandoning the islands 
and the Nationalist troops on 
them. It was not, he made plain, 
whether they were in fact neces- 
sary toa the pledged defense of 
Formosa or not. The United

Failure in 1954 

It is now known that the White 
House feels it erred in the months 
after the school decision of 1954 
in not making an effective move 
to stand behind it with fireside 
chats and a clear statement of 
intent. Because of this failure 
the situation deteriorated to a 
point where the President felt he 
had to act to throw the full weight 
of the Department of Justice into 
the case to make clear his sup- 
port of the court and its deci- 
sions. 

The President, who is some- 
times referred to as naive, pri- 
vately is reported as pleading 
guilty to the charge in at least 
one aspect of this domestic di- 
lemma. He has an appreciation 
of his oath of office which is as 
firmly fixed as an article of re- 
ligion. He believed that when the 
high court’s interpretation of the 
Constitution was handed down, the 
governors and top state officials, 
all of whom are equally sworn 
with the President to support the 
Constitution, would do so how- 
ever reluctantly they felt about 
it. His own concept of the mean- 
ing of an oath, which concept 
permits no technical evasion or 
*‘I-had-my-fingers - crossed-when-I- 
took-it” attitude, explains his in- 
nocence in this expectation. 

Another factor which, it is said, 
frritated the President, was the 
furious attack on the government 
for allegedly interfering in state 
or local affairs, when the states 
themselves refuse to allow their 
local school board any autonomy, 
but interfere to the point of com- 
plete control. 


Span of Week 


At any rate, within the span of 
one, week the President refused 
to take another step in the path 
of international or domestic ap- 
peasement. That the consequences 
may be grave he fully compre- 
hends. But those who persist will 
have to pay it. And if the nation 
does not have full support it, too, 
will pay the costs to the detri- 
ment of all of us and to free 
man’s last best hope on earth. 
This is how the President’s emo- 
tions are evaluated. 

° The timing of the President’s 
decisions was important.

But Dr. Ivan L. Bennett Jr., pro- 
fessor of pathology at Johns Hop- 
kins University, said that rigid 
sterilizing techniques enforced at 
the Baltimore hospital brought 
only a slight drop in the dis- 
ease. 

A British doctor, Dr. R. E. O. 
Williams of the United Kingdom's 
Public Health Laboratory Service 
in London, told the conference 
there is no one way in which the 
germ spreads in a hospital and 
there is no one method by which 
spread can be prevented. 

Williams said two British doc- 
tors studied a series of post- 
operative infections caused by the 
germ in a surgical unit and were 
able to trace them clearly to 
a surgeon who was a healthy car- 
rier of the germ. 


IN MATERNITY WARD 


The British studies show, he 
said, that infection is commonly 
introduced into a maternity ward 
by a nurse who is a carrier but 
subsequent spread is often from 
one baby to another. In seeking 
the route of this spread, the um- 
bilical stump was suspected as a 
reservoir. 

He said it had recently become 
fashionable to leave the stump 
uncovered and it was easy to 
show that because of this the 
stump became contaminated with 


| staphylococcus germs. Painting of 


the stump with an antiseptic dye 
caused the germ to spread less 
rapidly. 

Dr. F. Robert Fegety of the 
Communicable Disease Center 
here has been devoting the past 
two years to staphylococcus re- 
search. He reported that only 
20 per cent of the germs found 
in hospitals are killed by anti- 
biotic and 80 per cent are im- 
mune to drugs.

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U.N. Must Face 


Formosa Problem 


As U.S. and Red Chinese ambassa- 
dors met in Warsaw yesterday to resume 
talks on the offshore islands and For- 
mosa. tensions in the area continued to 
build up. The United States is strength- 
ening its forces and the Reds continue 
their saber-rattling and threats. The 
slightest miscalculation could precipitate 
war. 

With this background, the United Na- 
tions General Assembly goes into session 
today. Secretary of State Dulles calls it 
one of the most important in several 
years. He rightly puts the Formosa ques- 
tion at the top of the agenda. Once again 
the organization is on trial as the issue of 
peaceful settlement of controversies is 
put to test. 

Again in focus, too, is the fact that 
one of the principals in this controversy 
is not a member of the United Nations. 
Unless a Red Chinese delegation is in- 
vited to New York, the Russians will 
serve as their spokesmen. There is some- 
thing unrealistic about this picture al- 
though the thought of admission of a 
country bent on aggression is a revolting 
one. 
But the critical situation in Formosa 
Straits is a matter which urgently ad- 
dresses itself to U.N. action. A mere state- 
ment condemning armed aggression in the 
area might help assure success of the 
Warsaw talks. Some sort of U.N. assist- 
ance seems to be the only way to end the 
stalemate which now exists. 

There is considerable pessimism about 
success of the Warsaw talks. There were 
more than 70 such meetings on this situa- 
tion prior to breakdown of negotiations 
some months ago. Both ours and the Red 
Chinese positions permit little leeway. 

The United States has left the choice 
of peace or war up to the Reds. In this 
impasse, the role of the United Nations 
as arbiter and wielder of moral force 
looms large indeed. The Formosa crisis 
should be the first and most important 
order of business. The United Nations it- 
self again is on trial, with the hopes of 
peace by all mankind in the balance.

This Unhappy Incident 
Calls for Careful Probe 


To say the weekend incident which 
flared into near rioting in Atlanta is de- 
plorable is putting it mildly. It illustrated 
how easily such an incident can precipi- 
tate a situation which could lead to dis- 
astrous results. 

Certainly the situation required better 
judgment on the part of a number of ped- 
ple. Chief Herbert Jenkins is right in tak- 
ing personal charge of an investigation to 
determine the facts. After doing so, appro- 
priate action in accord with law should 
follow. 

While not questioning police authority, 
the shocking killing of a young Negro 
youth’s father in a melee in a north- 
west residential area deserves the most 
careful probe. The use of firearms ex- 
cept in case of grave emergency is un- 
warranted. The community cannot tol- 
erate it. 

As for those involved in the melee 
preceding and following the shooting by a 
policeman, they, too, showed lack of 
judgment in attempting to interfere with 
officia] duties of uniformed policemen. 

It is charged the officers were en- 
gaged in beating a defenseless prisoner. 
If so a grand jury presentation is the 
proper course to take. Attacks on two 
trolleys operating in the area Sunday 
were unwarranted and accomplished 
nothing. 

The vast majority of Atlantans are 
law-abiding citizens who opposé vio- 
lence. Race relations have been good be- 
cause there has been determined effort 
on the part of leadérs to ease any points 
of friction. Good sense dictates that it be 
kept that way. Such instances as this 
serve no good purpose for anyone. There 
must be no recurrences. 

So let Chief Jenkins establish the 
facts and guide his actions accordingly. 
Violence must never become a substitute 
for orderly application of the law. 


There’s a Bright Spot 
In All the Grim News 


In all the unhappiness, turmoil and 
violence in the day’s news, it is a relief 
to note that life goes on in spite of it and 
that progress continues in our own state of 
Georgia. 

For instance, a report just issued by 
the U.S. Department of Commerce shows 
Georgians last year had the highest per- 
sonal incomes in history. They added up 
to a total of $5,407,000—a record—and 
income was $1,431—another 
resents nearly half a bil- 
1955 for the state’s 


average. In fact, we are in 42nd position 
despite the huge relative gains we have 
made during the past few years. 

There has been a 433 per cent increase 
in total personal income since 1929. Be- 
tween 1950 and 1957, Georgia’s 54 per 
cent rise in gross income was 18th in the 
nation. The state’s economic progress has 
outdistanced the national averaye. 

It is encouraging to note, too, that the 
economic recession of this year has af- 
fected Georgia much less than many other 
states. In almost every line of endeavor 
during the first half of 1958, there were 
almost no declines and actually some in- 
creases. 

The state’s position in the national 
economy steadily has been strengthened. 
For the good of all our people, we must 
maintain and improve all programs 
working toward erasing the differentials 
which still exist between us and the na- 
tional average.

Pressure Building Up 


In Crisis on Schools 


There is nothing in the melancholy 
stories from Little Rock or Virginia about 
which to be optimistic except that events 
are proceeding within the framework of 
law. 

Gov. Faubus of Arkansas yesterday 
puzzled the nation a little by expressing 
anger at the presence of the U.S. mar- 
shals whom, a few days ago, he wel- 
comed as being “proper and legal,” as 
he believed the troops of last year not to 
be. But the tense and unhappy story pro- 
ceeds within the law and that is how it 
must continue. 

The number of Southern states which 
offer total resistance has dwindled to 
five, Virginia, Alabama, South Carolina, 
Mississippi and Georgia. Florida Monday 
“quietly” accepted its first Negro student 
at the University of Florida. Louisiana 
already has accepted a number in her 
graduate school and undergraduates have 
been enrolled in New Orleans at the LSU 
branch there. 

The administration apparently decided 
last week fully to support the Supreme 
Court and the Constitution as interpreted 
by the court. 

This will, soon or late, bring deplora- 
ble chaos to the public school systems in 
the five Southern states which have de- 
cided they would prefer to sacrifice their 
public school system rather than allow 
any district to make token compliance. 

We are all caught up in a grave, his- 
toric and decisive test of federal constitu- 
tional powers versus those of the indi- 
vidual states. There is no escape from it 
and there will be no reversal of it. We 
do not conceive it to be a time for angry 
recrimination or meaningless and unpro- 
ductive attacks on the administration. 
If we could thereby resolve it none would 
shout louder than we. 

The future of thousands of children is 
in the hands of our leadership. There 
seems to be adequate time to plan. Defi- 
nite plans to provide education for the 
future when the courts act here are 
strongly indicated.

Bartow thus will join the growing 
rank of counties which have turned to 
salaries as the more equitable way of 
paying public servants. They can ex- 
pect greater efficiency and economy as 
a result. 

Taxpayers, hard pressed these days, 
are looking carefully at their local gov- 
ernmental structure, seeking to bring it 
into keeping with the times. 

Bartow Countians are to be com- 
mended on approving a change that 
should result in better government at 
less cost. 

More and more counties will move 
in the same direction as their residents 
come to see the sense and savings in- 
volved in the change.

In Van Buren, Ark., parents have conceded that they permitted 
and in some cases encouraged their children to taunt Negro chil- 
dren in the schoolyard. They haven’t openly admitted inciting their 
youngsters to harm the Negro kids. 


In England, 100 white men 
watched in silence when a gang 
of young rowdies set fire to a 
house owned by a Jamaican Ne- 
gro. 

In Little Rock, in Alexandria, 
in some towns of Tennessee and 
North Carolina, violence and phys- 
ical persecution follow the race 
question. 

Would 100 men stand idly by 
while a gang of teen-age toughs 
tied cans to a dog's tail or 
‘whipped him with sticks? 

Vicious attacks on children can’t 
possibly represent the South’s con- 
sidered views on the segregation 
issue. Encouraging, much less per- 
mitting, children to bully other

Riot and 
strife prove what many wise men 
in the South have said, “When 
you argue and scrap about race, 
you bring out of the woodwork 
the lowest, scurviest and most 
inhuman elements in the popu- 
lation.”

Changes in Code 
Will Be Aired 


By HERMAN HANCOCK 

Atlanta aldermen Monday or- 
dered a public hearing on 11 
proposed amendments affecting 
the city’s plumbing code. 

The action followed an hour- 
long debate as to whether a pre- 
vious order for a public hearing 
should be abrogated and the 
measures passed without a hear- 
ing or a reading of the text. 
STRENGTHEN CODE 

Proponents contend the meas- 
ures are needed to strengthen 
the code and to spell out the 
intent of existing plumbing pro- 
visions. Those advocating the 
hearing insisted the public is en- 
titled to know the changes which 
not only make technical changes, 


but also stipulate requirements 


which must be met before appli- 
cants will be allowed to take ex- 
aminations as contracting plumb- 
ers or as master plumbers. 

By a vote of nine to three al- 
dermen ordered the public hear- 
ing and directed City Clerk Joe 
L. Richardson to provide all al- 
dermen with copies of the 11 pro- 
posed changes and also to adver- 
tise the public hearing in news- 
papers so the public would know 


in advance the plans for the 


hearing. 


Ald. Ed A. Gilliam made the 
motion passed after considerable 
debate on the issue. 


TREASURE HUNTS 


Aldermen also passed an ordi- 
nance making it an offense to 
“conduct, aid or abet’ treasure 
hunts in Atlanta. Ald. Hamilton 
Douglas sponsored the measure 
after a petition signed by 27 per- 
sons living along Lindbergh drive, 
NE, protested that participants in 


a recent hunt sponsored by a| 
radio station had torn up yards, | 


blocked alleys and done other 
damage. 


Aldermen also: 


1. Passed an ordinance empow- 
ering the aldermanic board’s Ur- 
ban Renewal committee to hear 
appeals from persons denied per- 
mits to make improvements in 
areas reserved as urban renewal 
projects. An existing ordinance 
requires that any such improve- 
ment must be compatible with 
the over-all development. 


2. Confirmed Mayor Hartsfield’s 
appointment of James C. Malone 
to represent the DeKalb portion 
of Atlanta on the Metropolitan 
Planning Commission. Malone 
succeeds Oby Brewer, resigned 
because the incumbent does not 
reside in that area of the city 
any longer. Malone will serve a 
three-year term which began May 
30, 1958.

Living With Alcoholism 


(This is the seventh of a 
series of articles on alcohol- 
ism, the families it affects, 
and how to cope with its 
problems.) 

By JEAN SPRAIN WILSON 

A sad awakening faces many 
wornen who have been nurtur- 
ing the dream that as soon as 
their husbands stop drinking 
they will live happily ever 
after. 

To be sure, the battle is half 
won because he has admitted 
he cannot control his drinking. 


But the battle is only half 
over. Within the days and the 
months ahead of the rehabili- 
tating alcoholic, the entire 
family must make radical ad- 
justments to a new philosophy 
of life. More than ever, they 
must have understanding. 


The Alcoholic Anonymous 
member does not pledge never, 
never to take another drink. 
He does not know what tomor- 
row will bring, only today. 
DAY BY DAY 

He gains sobriety by, with 
the help of God, staying sober 
one day and then another and 
another. 

Reminded that the chronic 
drinker is more easily upset, 
more prone to anxieties than 
non-drinkers, the alcoholic 
tackles all of his problems in 
the same way ... one at a 
time . . . and without worrying 
about a distant tomorrow. 

“Easy Does It,” is one af 
the A.A. slogans prominently 
displayed at clubhouses and at 
meetings. 

In seeing her husband 
through, an A.A. wife is ex- 
pected to take her problems the 
same “easy-does-it, one-at-a- 
time” way. 

Without the usual alcohol in 
his system, the husband strug- 
giing towards sobricty develops 
a craving for sweets. 

KEEP SWEETS HANDY 

Keep soda pop in the refrig- 
erator and his favorite candies 
at an arm’s reach, experienced 
wives advise. 

To watch the man you love 
regain his interest in food and 
to acquire a healthy glow in- 
stead of a whiskey pallor, is 
reward enough for any cook. 

However, there will be times, 
claim A.A. wives, when the re- 
covering husband will complain 
about every meal prepared. In 
fact he will pick and gripe 
about everything his wife does 
or does not do for him. 

The mood will pass. The wife 
in the meantime must remem- 
ber that he is actually fighting 
with himself, not her. 


DON’T CODDLE THEM 


Should we coddle them? What 
if they threaten to get drunk if 
they can’t have things their 
way? These are familiar ques- 
tions asked at group meetings 
of alcoholic wives. 

The alcoholic must learn to 
face life instead of hiding from 
it, as was his pattern before. 
But armed with faith, courage, 
a one-step-at-a-time philosophy, 
and the support of his wife he 
can handle disappointments. 
Each hurdle will renew his 
strength and his confidence in 
himself. 

If he uses his illness as a 
threat, he probably will get 
drunk someday. And probably 
the sooner the better. These 
people do not comprehend the 
program, claim Alcoholics An- 
onymous members. Sometimes 
they must learn the hard way 
that they are seeking sobriety 
for the sake of themselves, not 
as a reward to someone else. 

Cockines is another danger 
sign to which the A.A. wife 
should steel herself. After six 
months, a year, or even two 
years of living with sobriety 
some alcoholics reach the con- 
clusion that they are not really 
alcoholics. The length of time 
away from the bottle seems to 
be proof to them that they can 
handle it. 

A NEW DISASTER 


Then a social drink becomes 
a@ disaster. The alcoholic learns 
that he is only one drink away 
from the wretched bottom from 
which he was agonizingly as- 
cended. 

It cannot be emphasized 
enough that alcoholism can 
never be cured. It can only be 
arrested. One drink will arouse 
the slumbering desire . . . per- 
haps not immediately, but 
soon, and irresistibly. 

When an AA. member 
“slips” his wife keeps her good 
faith that soon he will seek 
sobriety again. And this time 
he will know that he can never 
be master of the bottle. 

“Dry drunk” is a new ex- 
pression in the vocabulary of 
the A.A. wife, which means ex- 
actly what it implies. His 
nerves shattered, and with ev- 
ery fiber of him crying for a 
drink, the alcoholic has tan- 
trums which equal some he has 
had when he is “wet drunk.” 
Fortunately, this storm passes 


places where they serve 
drinks?” is another typical 
question asked at round-table 
discussions among wives of al- 
coholics. 
LET HIM DECIDE 

The man himself should pro- 
vide the answer to this one, is 
the consensus. If being around 
drinking bothers him, avoid it. 
And skip the cocktail hour at 
home. But if he reaches a point 
of confidence where he honest- 
ly is not tortured, then the wife 
should have that confidence, 
too.

LONDON — Nine white youths 
who hunted Negroes _ through 
shabby streets of Notting Hill 
were sentenced to four years im- 
prisonment at the Old Bailey 
Prison Monday. 

According to one of them, the 
group had gone “hunting” for 
Negroes on the night of Aug. 24. 
Racial troubles began that night 
and .continued intermittently for 
nearly two weeks. 

Justice (Sir Cyril) Salmon’s 
sentence was greeted with gasps 
of dismay. Several ‘mothers had 
to be led sobbing from the court, 

“It wag you,” Salmon said, 
“who started the whole of this 
violence on Notting Hill—you sav- 
agely attacked five peaceful and 
law-abiding citizens without any 
shadow of an excuse. 

“Indeed, you knew nothing 
about any of them except that 
their skin happened to be a color 
which you, apparently, did not 
approve.” 

“Everyone, frrespective of the 
color of their skins, is entitled 
to walk through our streets in 
peace and free from fear,’ Sal- 
mon added. ‘‘That is a right which 
these courts will always unfail- 
ingly uphold.”

Rick has found out differently. 
At least under certain circum- 
stances, fish stay off the points
